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Q^  What  are  the  Benefits  whereof  we  are  Partakers 
thereby  ? 

A.  The  flrengthening  and  refrefhing  of  our  Souls 
by  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Chrift,  as  our  Bodies 
are  by  the  Bread  and  Wine. 

Q.  V\7bat  is  required  cf  them  ivho  ccme  to  the  Lord's
